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Andover Homes Remain 


The nation’s economy ills to 
the contrary, Andover seems to 
be maintaining its favorable ad- 
dress, according to building 
Statistics for the first six 
months of 1974. 

While inflation, mortgage 
fund availability and high in- 
terest rates continue to be a 
problem, Andover’s building 
rate has remained at about the 
same level as a year ago, and 
with some significant reasons. 

New dwellings authorized for 
the first six months of this year 
are just six less than a year ago 
and the total estimated value is 
$54,000 more than in 1973. 

Building Inspector Arthur 
Peatman has issued 80 permits 
for new houses through June of 
this year, 18 of them during the 
month of June. Total estimated 
value is $2,640,000. 

In the first six months of 1973, 
86 permits were issued for a 
total estimated value of $2,586,- 
600. 

Local real estate agents, 
while feeling the pinch 
somewhat from the nation’s 
economic ills, find that Andover 
properties are moving well in 
comparison to other com- 
munities. 

Bankers comment that the 
Andover difference well could 
be attributed to established 
builders working in the com- 
munity and producing better 
construction in good demand. 

William Maren, president of 
the Victor Co., feels that the 
Andover address has something 
to offer, which is a benefit to 
local real estate agents. As for 
his own business, it is about the 
Same aS a year ago in the 
number of units sold. 

Maren says that ‘‘Andover is 
fortunate in what it has to offer. 
The town has a responsive 
note.” 

He also noted that in many 
cases, new residents of the 
town, seeking new homes are of 
the transferred executive type, 
who are in need of a new home 
here. ‘‘Generally the higher, or 
executive type is not being hurt 
as hard as those in the lower 
end of the economic scale,”’

Impeachment: 
A Congressman 
Ponders Vote

The House Judiciary Committee has completed its hearings and 
debate, and has recommended three articles of impeachment of 
President Richard M. Nixon. 

And, for Andover’s Congressman Paul W. Cronin it is time for 
study of the evidence. 

The freshman congressman from his Washington office this 
week gave no indication as to how he will vote when the ultimate 
decision is to be made in the full House, maintaining what he has 
been stating consistently on the impeachment matter - - that he 
will carry out his role, equivalent to that of a grand juror. 

“It is my responsibility to wait for all the information and 
evidence in the case and weigh all the facts. To do anything less 
would not be in keeping with the responsibilities of the office. 

‘When the time comes to make the decision, it will be with all 
the facts before me and the vote will be non-partisan. The decision 
to be made is far greater than the consideration of party 
loyalties,’’ Cronin said. 

The Judiciary committee completed its hearings and debate on 
Tuesday night and is scheduled to deliver its report next week. 

Congressman Cronin reports that the mood of Congress at the 
moment is one of great seriousness, as it contemplates the historic 
debate and ultimate decision. . 

A large percentage of the members of Congress feel as he does, 
Cronin says, that they are waiting to study the evidence, before in- 
dicating a vote on the matter of impeachment and sending the 
matter to the senate for trial. 

, ‘There is no pre-judging the matter by most House members,”’ 

e says. 

As for his feelings about whether the House will ultimately im- 
peach the President, the Fifth District representative says, ‘‘If the 
vote were taken today, I would have to say they would act affir- 
matively. But, there is a long process still ahead. 

“The judiciary hearings, votes and recommendations are just 
preliminary to the entire impeachment process. 

“Still to come is action by the House Rules committee, the 
House debate,’’ Cronin notes. 

The impeachment matter, Congressman Cronin says, must be 
based on judicial and not political grounds, and his basis is founded 
in the findings of a Fifth District predecessor, Congressman Ben- 
jamin Butler of Lowell, who was prosecutor at the impeachment 
trial in the senate of President Andrew Johnson in 1868. 

Butler, who eventually lived on Lowell Street, in Andover, was 
the majority leader of the.

Being faced with a difficult political decision in his initial term 
in Congress does not bother the veteran of political wars. ‘‘I have 
never had any easy decision, at any level, whether it was select- 
man in Andover or representative at the state house,’’ Cronin said. 

As for Watergate and the impeachment vote and its effect on the 
upcoming Congressional campaign, Cronin sees the impact caus- 
ing voters to look toward candidates who have done their 
homework and can obtain results. 

He feels the American voters are basically frustrated with ‘‘just 
a pretty face, or Congressmen who have served for long periods of 
time, but have little to show in accomplishment.” 

As for his personal campaign, which he will not begin until arter 
the primary in September, Cronin feels confident that the voters in 
the Fifth District will continue to display their independent think- 
ing as opposed to partisan voting. 

“They have demonstrated that they vote individually and not the 
party. In the last election, I won by more votes than Nixon lost by 
in the district, indicating that the people differentiated then and I 


think they can again,”’ 


The builders have long es- 
tablished bank relationships 
and there is a strong market 
value for Andover homes con- 
structed by them. 

In general, though there is a 
light money market at the mo- 
ment, these favorable factors 
provide for the continued 
growth of new homes in An- 
dover. 

He also attributes the ex- 
ecutive transfer as a major fac- 
tor, noting that many new An- 
dover residents are transferr- 
ing here from all parts of the 
country. 

While new home construction 
and six month totals for ad- 
ditions and alterations remain 
about even with those of a year 
ago, other areas of the half- 
year building totals indicate 
that 1974 will be a far cry from 
the record breaking building 
year of 1973. 

This is, of course, due to the 
lack of any major industrial or 
business construction this year 
unlike a year ago. 

In 1973, there were seven 
apartment house buildings 
authorized on South Main 
street, for a total of $788,000, a 
new professional building for 
$993,193 at Haverhill and High 
streets, which also will not 
appear this year, although com- 
pletion of construction on these 
projects will be reflected in 
new total town valuation in the 
coming year. 

Also a year ago, a permit was 
issued for the Shawsheen - 
Doherty school addition, along 
with other municipal projects 
to boost the year’s building 
totals by $1,882,200. 

Despite the lack of these 
large permits, the building 
department is still processing a 
high number of permits in the 
area of residential im- 
provements. 

In the area of additions and 
alterations to private 
dwellings, Building Inspector 
Peatman has issued 142 per- 
mits this year for an estimated 
$328,565. A year ago 117 permits 
were issued for $347,369. 

Swimming pools remain a 
popular item, with 34 permits 
issued through June of this year 
for $102,345, while a year ago 30 
permits were granted for a 
total of $67,016. 

There have been 13 permits 
issued for business additions 
and alterations for a total of 
$43,000, as compared to 13 per- 
mits for $103,125 last year. 

Additions and alterations for 
industrial plants totalled three 
to date this year for $11,000, 
while a year ago this figure 
read four permits and $53,600. 

The total number of permits 
issued this year through June 
was 308 with an estimated value 
of $3,176,210. At the same time 
in 1973 there were 315 permits 
for an estimated $7,012,321. 

Fees collected to date by the 
building department total $9,- 
036. A year ago this figure was 
$20,332.

Blacksmith Shop Gives 
View Of Proud Craft 


is aesthetically pleasing and 
useful at the same time. 

Peter Happny, 25, a native of 
East Candia, N.H., has been ex- 
ploring the possibilities of iron 
for three years. He came to 
Strawbery Banke after studying 
engineering at the University of 
New Hampshire, and began to 
teach himself the art of working 
metal at a forge. 

Types of blacksmithing range 
from industrial (big machine 
parts 1200 pounds and up) to the 
making of smaller utilitarian 
hardware (parts for farm 
machines, hinges, brackets, 
etc.). There is also a market for 
colonial reproduction work. But 
the contemporary iron-worker, 
while using traditional techni- 
ques of forge-welding, drawing 
out, cutting, twisting, shaping, 
and splitting the metal with a 
chisel, can extend the boundaries 
of the craft. 

Because iron is a cold medium, 
it is through linear design, or by 
injecting an element of humor, 
that the cold metal can be given 
interest and sensual appeal. With 
iron you are always ‘“‘building 
up’’ rather than ‘‘taking away.”’

Iron work demands patience, but 
the material has its advantages. 
It can defy nature because of its 
great strength, and has the ad- 
ditianal merit of being 
reworkable, as opposed to wood. 


Happny’s work runs the gamut 
from small useful items like hat 
hooks, coat racks and planter 
holders, to larger pieces like 
door-knockers, fireplace tools, 
Sign brackets, gates, and 

“decorative panels. He also makes 
large candlebras and delicate 
mobiles. Recently he was asked 
to design a cheese cutter for use 
in a cheese shop, and a cake 
stand. Orders like these are a 
challenge in design and execu- 
tion. 


A good example of the type of 
functional/creative work Happny 
does is his all-purpose fireplace 
implement. The bottom serves as 
poker, lifter and general 
manipulator of logs, but the han- 
dle is pure invention - a fantastic 
animal head. In the drawn-out 
ears, chiseled mouth, and punch- 
ed eyes and nose, you see the 
marks of the smithy’s tools. It is 
a matter, Happny says, of taking 
techniques and letting them 
show.

Through methods 
developed to monitor the 
heartbeats of astronauts in 
space, remote electrocar- 
diography now can constantly 
monitor heart patients or broad- 
cast EKG information to a 
hospital emergency room ahead 
of ambulance arrival. 

Space technology is being used 
in hundreds of medical 
procedures from cancer research 
to devices for aiding the han- 
dicapped. 

Meanwhile, new commercial 
products which had their begin- 
ning in the space program are 
making life easier, safer and 
more comfortable. 

Nonflammable fabrics and 
paints reduce the danger of fire. 
New methods of food packaging 
and new concentrated high- 
energy foods provide nutritional 
benefits. Super insulations, 
developed for use in space, are 
used in sleeping bags and 
sportsmen’s apparel and may 
soon provide energy conserving 
building insulation. 

The list of products continues 
on and on. From digital clocks to 
minicomputers, from improved 
batteries to better clothing, the 
benefits of space can be purchas- 
ed in any department store. 

And we have only begun. 
Rockwell International Corpora- 
tion is now developing the Space 
Shuttle orbiter for the National 
Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration.

Policy 


We have little objection to the school committee going 
through and setting up a firm policy handbook for the 
school system. Matter of fact it is a commendable idea to 
get all the rules and regulations down on paper and set a 
firm direction. 

We do, however, find some objectionable tactics, if 
that be the word, in the adoption of some of the policies. 

Some school committee members, George F’. Olesen, 
in particular, seem bent in a single direction, namely 
erosion of the powers of the superintendent of schools. 

During the discussion of the various policy matters a 
week ago Committeeman Olesen was particularly dis- 
turbed at such matters as transfer of funds within the 
budget, by the superintendent. 

In another area, he and other committee members 
differed on the matter of communications issued through 
the school system. 

The school committee members also seem to be heap- 
ing upon themselves additional work, such as granting 
permission for distribution of information or com- 
munications from school organizations. 

Frankly, we question the intent of the policy. 

It seems more directed at the person in office, rather 
than an overall policy statement. 

We doubt that the present, or any Andover superinten- 
dent, is about to toy with the town’s funds, although 
granted the privilege of being able to transfer, say, some 
money from a math account to a social studies account. 
Such accounting keeps within the budget provided by the 


town and still gives some flexibility for unanticipated 


adjustments. 

We further doubt that such transfer would not go un- 
noticed by a conscientious school committee. 

The adoption of an overall policy for the school depart- 
ment may well be a needed item, but, we would be more 


pleased to see it aimed at an overall departmental set of .. 


rules and regulations, rather than what is seemingly con- 
taining a personal touch, as some would have it at pre- 
sent. 


Vote No 


Regional planning is a vital part of the orderly growth 
of our communities these days. 

Performing this function, the Merrimack Valley 
Regional Planning Commission takes on considerable 
responsibility in guiding, directing and in some *cases 
protecting the communities it serves, such as Andover 
and North Andover. 

Facing the regional commission for decision, possibly 
as early as tonight’s meeting, is the matter of the 
Merrimack River Wastewater Managment study as per- 
formed by the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. 

It is vital that the regional planners protect the par- 
ticipating communities from becoming involved in such 
a project which aims at a zero pollution factor for the 
Merrimack river, with valley communities bearing the 
cost. 

First consideration should be that the Corps of 
Engineers has _ not satisfied officials of communities 
such as those representing the Andovers with sufficient 
information regarding the overall plan. 

Andover officials have numerous unanswered 
questions regarding the project, as do those representing 
the town of North Andover. 

While this should be a motivating factor in itself, the 
cost of the project to local communities is a major fac- 
tor. 

For Andover, the project would mean $18,000,000 and 
North Andover $7.7 million. 

For this expenditure, the towns would some day be 
able to have the Merrimack as a prime recreation area; 
useable for swimming. At these costs we’ll be satisfied 
with Pomps Pond, Stevens, back yard pools or a trip to 
nearby beaches.

To the Supt. of Schools: 

Since my starting in Andover in 
1952, | have enjoyed and taken 
pride in my teaching. Children, 
parents and administrators have 
been a jov to work with. I have 
seen many changes take place tn 
the Andover schools Indian 
Ridge School has been demolish- 
ed, Bradlee School closed. West. 
South, Sanborn, Bancroft. West 
Junior High and the High Schoo! 
built, and the staff increased 
from about 75 to 350. To me, the 
most exciting change has been 
the growth in our knowledge of 
the ways children learn and the 
many approaches that have been 
developed to provide for these 
needs. Not everything has work- 
ed, but the search to discover the 
most effective methods and 
techniques has been a constant 
and rewarding challenge. 

When I started teaching in 
1942, everything seemed so clear, 
but it didn’t take long for me to 
realize that no one course of 
study couid provide for all of the 
children in any one class. Since 
then, educators all over the coun- 
try have prodded publishers to 
provide the variety that children 
need. For some people, this ap- 
proach is incomprehensible, but 
.to teachers in the classroom it ts 
the only logical course to take. 

The programs currently in use 
in the Andover elementary 
schools are the distillation of 
years of research and evaluation. 
It was difficult for a traditional, 
structured teacher to learn to use 
these materials effectively, but 
now that I have become familiar 
with them and realize the 
benefits to children, | am ap- 
palled that these programs are in 
question. 

This sort of regressiveness in 
educational thinking and the ap- 
parent contempt in which we all 
are held are providing a climate 
that is increasingly distasteful to 
me. If my principal is an 
‘“‘underling’’, then, by implica- 
tion, how much lower am I? Our 
training, experience, and con- 
cerns are being disregarded; our 
requests, even pleas, are 
overlooked. Never has the 
stature of the professional been 
so diminished. 

Though { do not qualify for 
retirement until next year, it is 
with the deepest sadness that I 
conclude that [ should resign at 
this time. {t is but a small, feeble 
gesture, but my feelings are 
strong.

Above the new center an oval 
section will be cut out of the se- 
cond floor, creating a two-story 
expanse, This opening, which 
became necessary when 
engineers discovered structural 
weaknesses in the floor, will 
create a spectacular view of the 
Sargent murals on the Rotunda 
ceiling above. 

A new information desk has 
been installed at the Huntington 
Avenue entrance and conven- 
tional, easy-to-operate bronze 
doors have replaced the revolv- 
ing doors at both entrances to the 
Museum. A mechanical coat rack 
has been installed at the Fenway 
entrance, doubling the capacity 
of the coat room, and a similar 
rack will soon be in service on 
the Huntington side.

Progress Noted At Museum 


recently appointed Arthur D. 

Larson Assistant Director for 

Administration and Adolph S. 

Cavallo Assistant Director for 
Curatorial Affairs, Together they 

will assist the Director in the 
coordination of exhibitions and 
administrative matters 
throughout the Museum. 

Of primary importance to the 
Director is the preservation and 
restoration of the Museum’s ex- 
tensive collections. Miss 
Elizabeth Jones, Conservator of 
the Fogg Art Museum at Har- 
vard, has just been appointed 
Conservator of the Painting 
Collection. Miss Jones will 
assume her position Jan. 1, 1975. 

In 1973-74, the Museum 
mounted three major ex- 
hibitions, supplemented by a 
number of smaller departmental 
ones. Last summer, Im- 
pressionism: French and 
American, brought several 
masterpieces of the late 19th cen- 
tury together in Boston for the 
first time. Unearthing China’s 
Past, with its highly acclaimed 
and widely distributed catalogue, 
served as a significant prelude to 
the circulating Chinese 
archaeology exhibition opening 
its North American tour in 
Toronto, August 4. The travelling 
exhibition, The Far North: 2000 
Years of American Eskimo and 
Indian Art, provided a rare op- 
portunity for Easterners to see 
one of the most comprehensive 
collections of Alaskan art ever 
assembled. 

Throughout the year the 
Museum’s collection has grown 
in many areas. The recent ac- 
quisition of one hundred-twenty 
six etchings and seven drawings 
by Goya establishes the Boston 
Museum as one of the most im- 
portant study centers of this 18th 
century Spanish master. Many of 
these works will be exhibited this 
fall in The Changing Image: 
Prints by Francisco Goya, open- 
ing October 22.

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Tuna Run 


Hot ’N Cold 


By Wayne Hanley 

So you learned at school that 
ull tishes are cold-blooded, right? 

Well, you can forget it. For a 
few fishes, the most notable be- 
ing the bluetin tuna, often are 20 
degrees warmer than the water 
that surrounds them. 


Since man is warm-blooded, 
we tend to accept the condition 
as universal among creatures. 
*‘Warm-blooded,’ of course, 
means that we can control our 
body temperature, keeping it 
somewhere around 98.6 degrees. 
A few warm-blooded animals 
such as birds have body 
temperatures a few degrees 
higher than ours. 

Warm blood, however, exists 
primarily among mammals and 
birds. Other creatures such as in- 
sects, reptiles, amphibians, 
crustaceans and fishes generally 
are cold-blooded. 


The bluefin tuna, or horse 
mackerel, of the Atlantic falls 
between cold-blooded and warm- 
blooded. Quite often the tuna’s 
temperature runs 20 degrees 
warmer than the water in which 
it swims. The warm blood of the 
tuna and its relatives has been 
known since 1835 when the 
British physician - naturalist 
John Davy first measured the 
differential in the skipjack (a 
tuna relative) in the tropic seas. 

Even earlier, in 1831, the 
French naturalist Georges 


‘Cuvier discovered the un- 
j usualness “of 


the tuna’s cir- 
culatory system. He referred to 
it as the ‘wonderful net.’’ While 
physiologically complex, the es- 
sence of the system lies in the 
fact that the arteries carrying 
cold, oxygen-laden blood, run 
parallel to warmer blood with 
carbon dioxide being carried by 
veins to the ‘gills. As the two 
streams pass, the heat from the 
warmer blood is picked up by the 
cold blood and carried back into 
the fish’s body. 

In most fish, the heat 
generated in the muscles is 
carried back to the gills by retur- 
ning blood and released into the 
water as the animal breathes. 

Experiments to determine how 
well tuna can regulate body 
temperatures are recent. Dr. 
Francis G. Carey and co-workers 
at the Woods Hole 
Oceanographic Institution have 
carried out a series of obser- 
vations made possible by modern 
telemetry. In telemetry, sen- 
Sitive instruments placed or shot 
into a tuna radio back informa- 
tion concerning both water and 
fish temperatures. 

Carey found that the body 
temperature of individual tuna 
among a school may vary. He 
also carried out experiments that 
indicated the fish could increase 
its heat retention when it entered 
colder water, thus stabilizing the 
body temperature. His study 
generally indicated that while 
tuna seem to have a thermostat 
similar to ours, it is either less 
efficient or faulty.

The ‘‘secret meeting case,” 
which School Committeeman 
William L. Lane has brought 
against his four colleagues, was 
reopened Monday by the judge 
who last week made two con- 
tradictory rulings in the same 
case. 

Superior Court Judge Paul K. 
Connolly indicated that this 
time around he will allow as 
evidence the depositions taken 
from three committeemen 
earlier in the summer. 

Lane's attorney, Carmine 
DiAdamo , in his motion to 
reopen, claimed that not only 
had the judge reversed his 
proposed finding last week, but 
that he had cut off his case in 
agreeing to the first, favorable

finding. He had, he said, 
evidence he hadn't presented. 

Lane has charged that the 
other members met in violation 
of the state open meeting law, 
and at one of the alleged 
meetings, voted to censure him 
for an alleged breach of ethics. 

Last week Judge Connolly 
dictated to a court 
stenographer in his chambers 
that Lane had not been cen- 
sured, and that the others had 
met to discuss school com- 
mittee rnatters, not in accor- 
dance with the statutes. 

He said those meetings were 
a violation ‘‘of the principle, if 
not the letter’’ of the law. 

In a subsequent written fin- 
ding, however, he said the

others.

There's a rainbow of reasons to 
visit Boston’s Museum of Science 
this summer. A bright green 
quetzal; the shimmering hues of 
the aurora borealis; brilliant 
blue, green, and gold copper 
ores; and the blinding white of a 
sunwashed beach are all brought 
under the Museum’s roof in a 
variety of colorful temporary ex- 
hibits and programs there. 

The quetzal, an exotic green 
bird considered sacred by the In- 
dians of Guatamala’s rain- 
forests, is now in danger of ex- 
tinction. A mount of this extraor- 
dinarily beautiful bird is a 
current feature of a changing se- 
cond floor display that draws on 
the Museum’s extensive and 
varied natural history collec- 
tions. 

Sharing this exhibit area for 
the summer is an assortment of 
native, primary, and secondary 
copper. One of the few minerals 
found uncombined with others, 
pure, or native copper, has the 
dull gold color usually associated 
with copper. 

Some primary copper, formed 
when molten rock forces its way 
up into the earth’s crust and 
deposits steam and gases on the 
surrounding older rock, has 
traditionally been called ‘‘fool’s 
gold’ because of its glittering 
appearance. Other forms of 
primary copper are blue and pur- 
ple.
